The annual ravages of forest fires 
lin the West! are appalling and. al- 
‘hough we are not so unfortund 
some of our southern friends in. the 
destruction of human life by’ those 
fires, yet oar annwal mortality pe 
by those fires to say nothing of the 
hundreds of miles’ of heavily tim- 
bered land devastated by those~con- 
flagrations is enough to send » horror 
to our inmost souls. 

We believe that what the Scien- 
tific Aawerican Said in a recent issiie 
in regard to preventing these fires 
from doivg such destructive work, is 
prompted by gocd sound judgment 
aod if practiced in this part of Can 
ada would tend greatly towards 
diminishing the annual. forest fires’ 
work. 

It sdid in part: “ In casting about 
for remedial or preventive measures, 
~ | by which,the progress of these fires 
can be arrested aod confined within 
limited areas, the most-feasibletheth- 
od would seem to be that of provision 
of. fire‘avenues, of the sume general 
character as those which are doing 
such good service in the forest cov- 
ered sections of Europe. Under 


existing condition it would seem that 


the most effective way to se feguard, 


our forests would be to cut through 
them a netwoyk of fire avenues.” Iol- 
lowing the European practice pf 
making the width of the clearin 
twice the height of the tallest timtjer 
brough which it is cut. 
the avenues in some forests will 
found at wwtervals of half a inile; be 
they eould be opened at intervals of 
from two to five miles, according to 
the configuration avd yalue of thi 
forest lands. ©The cost of the work, |! 
it were judiciously laid. ont and 
properly executed, might be covered 
largely, and in some. localities alto 
gether, by the sa.e of the timber.”’
